field, the young break dancers 

aren’t sporting the elaborate 
costumes and bandanna-wrapped ankles 
made popular by this dance craze. 

Instead, they wear the drab-colored 
slacks and white shirts of St. Joseph’s 
Catholic school in Upland, where Sister 
Leonie Bracken is breaking the myth that 
parochial schools are overly strict or 
militaristic. 

Sister Bracken, principal of the first- 
through-eighth-grade Catholic school at 
905 N. Campus Ave., allows students to 
practice break dancing during their lunch 
period every Wednesday. 

She also initiated a dance program 
incorporating the fluid-like movements 
and backspins of ‘‘breaking,”’ the street 
dancing embraced by many as an answer 
to gang warfare. 

The basic break dance begins with 
“the wave,” astep in which the dancers 
produce a wave-like motion that begins at 
the fingertips and moves down to their 
toes. 

Some dancers jump onto their 
stomachs and undulate in a move.called 
“the cricket.” 

From there they move into the main 
dance. Turning onto their backs and 
raising on all fours, they kick, twirl up 
onto their shoulders, wrap one leg around 
the other and usually end by spinning on

their backs. Sometimes they spin on their 
heads. 

“If they (students) are able to move 
their bodies like that, it’s a pity not to be 
able to use it,” says Sister Bracken. 

St. Joseph’s is one of the few schools 
in the area allowing break dancing ona 
continuous basis. Breaking is prohibited 
as a rule at both junior high schools in the 
Upland School District and at two of the 
five junior highs in. the Ontario-Montclair 
School District. 

Most educators cite the potential 
dangers of acrobatic dancing, especially 
on asphalt or cement. 

Sister Bracken says students at St. 
Joseph’s dance on large pieces of 
cardboard placed on the grass field. All 
the dancers must bring a letter stating 
parental consent and must assume 
responsibility for their own injuries. 

The dancing doesn’t represent a break 
in the traditional discipline for which 
Catholic schools pride themselves, says 
Bracken. 

“Things become a craze. If you keep 
forbidding kids to dance, then they'll do it 
behind your back or they’ll do it 
unsafely,” she explains. 

Besides, Sister Bracken says she has 
a new-found respect for break dancing, 
usually performed one-at-a-time within a 
circle of spectators. 

“They never push or shove because 










they respect the other kid doing the 
twirls,” says Sister Bracken. ‘‘They take 
turns.” 

The principal’s introduction to 
“breaking” came while she was teaching 
music. 

“1 use alot of gestures and | noticed 
they started doing their own,” she says, 
raising her hand in a rough imitation of 
“the wave.” 

About four months ago, some eighth 
grade students asked Sister Bracken if 
they could practice break dancing on 
campus during their lunch period. 

She agreed, later deciding the fad 
could be incorporated into an exercise 
program benefiting the ‘“‘mind and body.” 

Parent volunteer Sara Anderson of 
Upland was recruited to teach a one-hour 
dance class three times a week. 

Anderson’s program blends the 
sometimes smooth, sometimes quirky 
break movements with the fundamentals 
of tap, ballet, jazz and modern dance. 

Her theory is that when breaking 
fades, the youngsters will continue in the 
more traditonal dance styles. 

However, most of the students 
ardently maintain that break dancing is 
forever. 

“It’s here to stay,” says 11-year-old 
Ritchie Martin. “When kids say, ‘Hey, you 


wanna fight?’ we say, no we wanna break. 


So we break (compete) against them. And 


we dust them.” 

Martin and buddies, Esteban Chavez, 
12, and Nelson Pillow, 12, have formed a 
break dancing group that ‘‘performs” for 
classmates. 

“We’re the Sonic Breakers,” says 
Martin, stressing that their logo is spelled 
*'S'n’Sonic.”

Ricks said it was then he learned to love 
other people. He felt he could become anything 
he wanted. 

“Maybe | couldn’t be an Olympic champion, 
but | could support an Olympic athlete, go to 
every event, run up and down Euclid Avenue 
with him, listen to the coach,” he said. 

He also adopted a new philosophy, one 
based on four principles. 

“The first thing you have to do is love that 
person sitting across from you as if he were you 
and you would treat him as yourself,” he said. 
“Compliment him freely so you, in turn, can 
compliment yourself.” 


His second principle is to allow himself to 
be a human being who makes errors. ‘‘Kings, 
presidents, all the way down to you and I, make 
errors.

said the group helps people deal with 
the frustrations of raising children, 
but often parents don’t seek PA out 


Riverside, according to Janecki, but 
with statistics indicating three parents 
out of 10 are abusive, a closer chapter 
is needed. 

“The group is a big help, it makes 
you feel better about yourself just 
knowing there are so many other 
people who have the problem, so 
much tension is released,” she said. 

Parents are on a first name basis 
only and learn to recognize their own 
feelings and how to handle day-to-day 
stress. “A parent may have a problem 
with a particular child for a week,” she 
said. PA parents share problems as 
well as possible solutions. 

The group is sponsored by clinical 
psychologist Dr. Steve Wysocki of 
“tta Loma Psychological Association, 

it is a non-profit, memberrun 

ganization. Two clinical 
_ sychologists attend the meeting, 
“not to psycho-analyze us, only (to 
answer questions) when we get into 
the heavy stuff,” Janecki said. 

Janecki realized she was an abusive 
parent when someone in her famity 
was ordered by the court to join a 
parent group therapy association. “t 
knew | was being abusive but didn’t

“A 
child can’t fight back ... and even if 
abused, still will love and protect the 
parent,” she said. 

“Most parents who are physically 
abusive were abused as a child,” 
according to Janecki. All abuses 
follow a pattern. “One parent is 
abusive with (his/her) four children 
and tie problem (when the children 
become parents) is multiplied by 
four,” she said. “If we don’t do 
something now, it’s going to continue 
to multiply. it won't stop by itself.” 

She said parents generally follow 
the parenting skills their parents gave 
them. “You have to go to school for 
many years to be a doctor or for many 
other professions, but learning to deal 
with a life you don’t have to go to 
school.” 

Because parents passed along bad 
parenting skilis doesn’t make them 
bad parents, according to Janecki. But 
the problem won't stop until parenting 
skills are re-learned. 

At Parents Anonymous “by sharing 
problems with each other, we are 
learning from each other ... The best 
part of relearning to parent is having 
an inner peace that you can talk about 
problems (with children).” 

Not only do parents have to re-learn 
skills and ways to re-channei their 
rage, they have to re-educate their 
children. “We have conditioned our 
children to react in a negative way for

your bicycle. It is worthwhile to pur- 
chase wrenches (box end or open end) 
for the needed sizes rather than relying 
on an adjustable wrench, which almost 
never fits quite as well and can easily 
strip bolt heads. 

You will need a small screwdriver, 
usually a Phillips head, to turn the 
adjusting screws on your front and 
rear derailleurs. You may also need 
Allen wrenches, simple hexagonal 
tools, to fit any Allen bolts found on 
your bicycle (usually on the chainrings 
and the handlebar stem). 

You should also get a pair of pliers 
with which to pull cables tight, a 
cleaning brush, and solvent. The only 
special tool you will need for now is 
called a Third Hand, available in many 
bicycle shops. The Third Hand is a 
large spring that holds the brake shoes 
against the rim while you adjust cable 
tension on the brakes. 

There are other speicalized tools for 
the bicycle, just as there are special- 
ized tools for the automobile. But, we 
are dealing with the equivalent of a 
simple tune-up here, and for that 
purpose the tools mentioned above are 
all you need. 

Three major areas require the most 
attention in tuning up and maintianing 
a bicycle: the power trian, the brakes,

The power train may appear com- 
plex, but it’s not. The primary consid- 
eration for maintaining the power train 
is to keep it clean. Use a mild solvent 
(not gasoline!) and a brush for this 
task. When cleaning the freewheel be 
careful to brush away from the hub so 
you won’t push grit into the hub 
bearings.

every area of math. “Students would list items they 
had problems with and we’d look at the lists and 
work it out,” he said. ‘“‘The idea was to get good in 
math so you could be in the math fair.” 

“Quiz the Wiz” competitors worked on 70 
straight math problems in 35 minutes. The first 
place winner had 60 correct answers. 

At the “Math Field Day,” different contests 
concentrated on various math skills. “The ‘Leap 
Frog’ relay is a joint test. Two students work as a 
team, they do part of the test and then are taken 
out of the (testing) room, without pencil or paper, to 
discuss different problems. Then they trade papers 
and complete the test,” Blackney said. Their scores 
are combined for a competition score. 

In the “Mad Hatter” competition, students had 
to think quick on their feet, according to the math 
teacher. “Only about half the students finished the 
problems (shown on an overhead projector screen). 
He might hold up a piece of pipe and ask what 
measurement it might be. Students had to have 
good judgement and quick thinking,” he said. 

In the “Chalk Talk” competition, students not 
only needed to be good at math, but needed a 
thorough understanding of it as well. Topics forthe ° 
talks included exponents, ratio proportions and 
polygons.

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‘hile clients are away on vacation, a 29- 
year-old Rancho Cucamonga woman will 
visit a home, feed the pets, water the 
plants and bring in mail and newspapers. 

Liz Field, who calls her service “Pampering 
Pet Watchers,” has been making house calls for 
the past year and a half. 

Through her service, in-home care has been 
given to dogs, cats, rabbits, horses, tropical fish, 
birds, goats, hamsters and guinea pigs. 

The Ontario native said she came upon the 
idea of providing home care while working at a 
veterinary hospital. 

After hearing pet owners say how they wished 
they could leave their pets at home when on 
vacation, the licensed animal health technician 
thought up the novel business and decided to try 
it out on a trial basis. 

Reaction to Pampered Pet Watchers was 
positive. 

Individual jobs vary, Field said. 

One time, she took a job where she cared for 
15 rabbits, one horse, two dogs and five cats. 

“The whole job was a handful. It was one of 
the more enjoyable jobs I’ve done though,” said 
the curly-haired woman. 

On another occasion, Field said her hands 
were kept full with a single cat. 

“| walked into a home one day and saw a 
calico cat named “Tiffany” had gotten into the 
fireplace. it (the cat) was just covered with the 
charcoal and | was trying madly to clean it up so 
it wouldn’t get all over the furniture. 

Field said she learned later that Tiffany was 
infatuated with climbing the roof and dropping 
down the fireplace. 

In her home, Field’s love for animals is 
evident in her possession of pets. 

She and her husband, John have a five-year- 
old black cat named Jigs, two cockatiels (one 
named Turkey and the other called Nimitz), and 
26 tropical fish. 

if she had her way, Field said, she would have 
as many animals as she had to care for on her 
biggest job. Someday, she said, she hopes to sell 
her husband on the idea. 

Meanwhile, she channels her affection for 
animals into caring for the pets of her clients.

really worth the price you pay?

Is that glass of 
restaurant house wine 
worth the $2 or more 
you're paying? 

It depends. If you're 
satisfied with it; if it 
doesn’t make you gag; if 
chilling it near the winter 
temperature of 
International Falls, Minn., 
helps its flavor; if you 
don’t demand much, 
then, sure, two bucks for 
a six-ounce pour of the 
stuff isn’t bad. 

Consider this. Many 
restaurants pour “house 
wines” that they buy by 
the 18-liter box. (There is 
a sealed plastic bag in 
the box that holds the - 
wine; it’s dispensed via a 
spigot. The whole thing 
can be tossed out when 
the wine is gone.) 

These 18-liter boxes 
cost in the neighborhood 
of $18 to $20. (Yet prices 
in this segment of the 
wine industry are subject 
to various pressures, and 
| have heard of much

lower prices than these.) 
This makes the cost of a 
six-ounce glass of house 
wine about 20 cents, or 
less. 

Thus the restaurateur is 
making a small fortune 
selling house wine. So, 
for that matter, are 
wineries. (‘“‘House” wine 
is not the same as 
““premium-pour”’ wine, 
which sells for $4 to $5 a 
glass and is of premium 
quality.) 

Wine served out of a 
keg that is three times 
the size of an 18-liter box 
is easier to manage (less 
switching is involved) so 
keg wine has been 
making inroads into the 
nation’s restaurants in 
the last two years. 

One of the first to 
explore the national 
market for wine in kegs 
was a beer maker — the 
nation’s largest. 

Anheuser-Busch, which 
already had steel kegs of 
tap beer in the market, 
began a keg-wine 
program two years ago, 
and that got the rest of 
the industry thinking.
